Economy Study Is 
A Permanent Need 


If the special session of the Legisla- 
ture accomplished nothing else, the pro- 
posal to set up an economy study com- 
mittee would justify the session—that 1s, 
if such a committee would do the job that 
can be done. 

If such a committee would do the 
job that can be done, Georgia taxpayers 
could be saved millions of dollars. 

The proposed committee should be 
set up on a permanent basis and it should 
be charged not only with the task of 
eliminating needless bureaus, overlapping 
services and waste but with observing 
the operation of all phases of the state 
government. 

If it performed the job that could be 
done, it could watch over the purchasing 
department and end wasteful practices 
there, such as letting of contracts with- 
out bids. It could stop the traffic in 
highways as political payoffs and insist on 
quality road building instead of more 
miles of poor paving that cannot be main- 
tained. There are literally hundreds of 
ways in which the committee could be of 
permanent value. 

Georgia government today is more 
than a $300,000,000 business, 10 times 
bigger than when its present fiscal policies 
were set. Expenditures have outgrown 
the machinery of budget control that 
gives one man, the governor, almost dic- 
tatorial powers in state finances. 

Spending of such vast sums requires 
constant attention by the people’s elected 
representatives. It requires constant study 
and supervision to prevent needless waste 
—even graft and corruption. Although 
Georgia’s economic position is vastly im- 
proved over two decades ago, that is no 


excuse for wasting the taxpayers’ money. 
In fact, the need for economy and effi- 
clency is even greater. 


The proposed committee should not 
be under control of the governor and 
should be appointed by and be respon- 
sible to the General Assembly. 

Let the committee be established and 
let it function—even ruthlessly—to insure 
wise spending of the state's money.

Proposed Lien Law Is 
A Practical Suggestion 


Fulton Sen. Everett Millican intro- 
dueed a measure in the Senate last week 
that would reduce state spending by more 
than a million dollars a year. While the 
Legislature considers all these measures 
for more spending, it is refreshing and 
novel to have a bill proposed that would 
reduce the burden. 

The bill would put into effect the len 
law as recommended by the State Pro- 
grams Study Committee in administra- 
tion of public welfare. Where a property 
owner is supported by the taxpayers—and 
there are now 21,300 in that category— 
the state would be permitted to recover 
the amount of assistance paid the recip- 
ient. 

Upon his death, the state would re- 
cover the amount from his estate in pref- 
erence to heirs who have been unwilling 
to support him. 

The measure is morally and econom- 
ically sound. It would result in major sav- 
ings, not only in recovered funds, but in 
a drop from the welfare rolls of many 
property owners whose relatives would be 
more willing to support them rather than 
risk losing their share of the inheritance. 

The cost of public welfare in the state 
has jumped from $5,000,000 in 1946 to 
$16,400,000 this year while per capita in- 
come has increased from $791 to $1,184 
during the same period. It is growing at 
the rate of about $2,000,000 a year. 

* As the Georgia State Chamber of Com- 
merce points out, the state has the highest 
rate of welfare recipients among all the 
adjacent Southern states and is fifth from 
the highest in the country. Out of every 
thousand persons over 65, the number 
drawing old-age pensions is 389. One out 
of every three Georgians over 65 is be- 
ing supported by the state, even though 
our per capita income is higher than all 
Southern states except two. 

It is obvious that there are many on 
the pension rolls whose families could 
support them. The Millican proposal is a 
practical step toward stopping this grow- 
ing trend. It should be speedily approved 
by the General Assembly.

Overseas Calls Will 
Be Easier Next Year 


* The laying of the first transoceanic 
telephone cable will commence this 
month, an important and long-delayed 
step in improving communications be- 
tween the United States and Europe. 

*’ Transoceanic telephone conversations 
ate. possible now, but by radio. Some- 

es they come in loud and clear, At 
other times atmospheric conditions make 
them nearly unintelligible, and occasion- 
ally these circuits are not usable at all. 
Phone calls via cable, however, will be

as consistently satisfactory as neighborly 
dialing, and, we trust, make Americans 
and Europeans just that much more 
neighborly. 


The job of laying the cable will take 
until the fall of 1956 to complete. And it 
took more than 25 years of research to 
make it possible. The first successful 
transatlantic cable was laid in 1866, but 
it, and the one that followed, were for 
telegraph. The human voice is harder to 
transmit and usually will not travel for 
more than 60 cable miles without an am- 
plifier. Until quite recently, a long-lived, 
undersea repeater was just an idea, but 
research at the Bell Telephone Laborato- 
ries finally produced just the right thing. 

The cable is a cooperative project be- 
tween American Telephone & Telegraph, 
the Canadian Overseas Telecommunica- 
tion Corporation and the British telephone 
system, which is operated by the Post 
Office. It will be another and long-await- 
ed link in the bonds that gradually are 
tying the world together.

Russians Seem Ready 


For Real Bargaining 


Acceptance by the Soviet Union of the ‘ 


Western powers’ proposal to hold a Big 
Four conference at Geneva, beginning 
July 18, presents the West with its most 
challenging opportunity in more than a 
decade. 

The fact that such a conference will 
be held indicates a shift, even though it 
may be temporary, in Soviet tactics. And 
recent Russian moves in relation to Aus- 
tria and Germany seem to be a Kremlin 
admission that its postwar German and 
Austrian policies are bankrupt. 

It appears certain that the long battle 
for Germany is entering a decisive stage 
and this doubtlessly will be the major 
theme of the conference. Moscow’s bid for 
direct negotiations with Chancellor Ade- 
nauer is an acceptance of the fact that 
Russia must reconcile itself to a strong 
German state in the heart of Europe. 


Let no one think that the Russians will 
go to Geneva with hat in hand to sur- 
render. They will go there to bargain with 
Fast Germany as the pawn. Should they 
agree to German unification, there will be 
strings attached even should they permit 
the united nation to remain in NATO and 
to rearm. 

The Kremlin seems ready for real bar- 
gaining. The West should not wait but 
should go to Geneva armed with its own 
program of action and positive proposals 
to end the cold war.

Miss pent Tax Funds 
Come Home To Roost 


The Justice Department has been asked 
to follow up the findings of the Senate 
subcommittee which has been investigat- 
ing the procurement of supplies for the 
armed services, particularly military 
caps. 

The hearings were under the direction 
of Senator McClellan of Arkansas, and 
it was the senator who called on the 
Department of Justice for aid. The in- 
quiry was public, and was as weird and 
wonderful as anything to come out of 
Washington in recent years. The cast of 
characters included a femme fatale, an 
Army officer whom some suspect of taking 
bribes and.a hat manufacturer who just 
can’t remember. 

So far nothing has been proven, but 
there is a lot of room for suspecting. Ev- 
erybody denies everything. Records can’t 
be found. The suspicions of the public 
nevertheless have been roused to the point 
where the charges should definitely be 
proven or disproven. 

These are the days of higher and 
higher taxes. The taxpayer doesn’t mind 
paying them if he can be certain that his 
tax money is being spent wisely and well. 
Waste in government, and connivance in 
government purchasing, whether on a na- 
tional or state level is bad for taxpayer 
morale, and eventually could lead to 
trouble.

For the first time since 1949, a special session of the Georgia 
Legislature is meeting in the state capitol to decide the question of 
levying additional taxes to provide for expanded state services. 

If this session follows the precedent of the last special session, 
then several emergency taxes will be imposed on gasoline, cigarettes, 


liquor, beer and wine. 

Governor Griffin, who tacked 
hides to smokehouse doors all over 
the state last summer bearing a 
‘‘no new taxes during my adminis- 
tration’ label, admits now that he 
was “‘wrong’’ in not foreseeing the 
state’s fiscal problems, 

Which makes him either a poor 
mathematician or a good politi- 
cian. Or both. With emphasis on 
the latter, for a 65-million-dollar 
mistake is a huge one for even an 
ex-newspaperman to make. 

Politics having degenerated into 
its present low level in Georgia, 
with a large number of the Legis- 
lature hand-picked and _ beholden 
to the administration, the gover- 
nor stands an excellent chance of 
getting the 65 million he is ask- 
ing for. 

The public is taking a dim view 
of the whole proceeding because 
it has been kept, either deliber- 
ately or unwisely, in the dark 
about the entire matter.

The Senate Committee on High- 
ways and Public Roads quickly ap- 
proved the resolution and readied 
it for floor action. 

Millican’s resolution pointed out 
that in 1952 Georgians ratified a 
constitutional amendment requir- 
ing the Legislature to appropriate 
to highways each year an amount 
not less than the total gasoline and 
tag tax collections, 

It pointed out further that this 
was not done in 1953 or 1954 be- 
cause the Legislature did not pass 
an appropriations bill. In those 
years about $14,000,000 actually 
was diverted from_highways. 

Pointing to the need for match- 
ing increased federal funds and fi- 
nancing the rural roads program, 
the resolution would direct the gov- 
ernor to allocate to the Highway 
Department the $68,500,000 esti- 
mated revenue from the 1954-’55 
gas tax and tag Sales. 


Meanwhile, the Senate Commit-' 


tee on Public Welfare approved 
another Millican proposal that 
would permit the state to obtain 
liens on the estates of old-age as- 
sistance beneficiaries. 

“If the state has been keeping 
up old people for several years 
their estates should go to the state 
and not to their relatives, the com- 
mittee was told. 

The Senate Finance Committee 
in approving a House bill to im- 
pose a $1 fee for driver's licenses, 
amended it. The House bill would 
exempt veterans and permit wives 
to get a license for 50 cents and 
children for 25 cents, Millican pro- 
posed the Senate amendment 
which would raise the children’s 
fee to 50 cents.

Holifield (D-Calif) said 
this was more than. the three 
million the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission had informally suggested 
might be needed at the outset.

The atomic exhibit ship idea 
first was advanced by Eisen- 
hower at the annual Associated 
Press luncheon in New York last 
April 25 

He said such a vessel could 
tour ports of the world without 


refueling, displaying exhibits that 
would give dramatic evidence of 
American progress ih the field of 
peacetime atomic energy.

Mountain Ways 


A minor tragedy of vacation travel is often the souvenirs 
you bring home. After you've spent your all for something al- 
legedly representative of the region you are visiting you usually 
get home and find it was made in Brooklyn. (I still smart when 
I recall the money the children spent in Cherokee, N.C., for 
gen-u-wine Indian feathers and beads, to find them later in 
the local dime stores.) 


But mountain craftsmen are taking steps to correct that 
as far as their region is concerned. McAllen Myers, who teaches 


at Young Harris College and operates the Enotah Crafts shop 
in the summer time, was telling me about it. 


Mountain woodworkers, weavers and potters have deter- 
mined to make their ware available to tourists and have 
organized the Southern Highland Handicraft Guild. 


This guild annually sponsors a Craftsman’s Fair, to be held 
this year in Asheville’s auditorium July 18-22, and, in addition, 
distributes literature instructing the tourist on where to buy 
authentic handicrafts of good quality 


They tell me the Craftsman’s Fair is pure fun. Workmen set 
up their looms and their potter’s wheels and demonstrate the 
skills which in many cases have been handed down for gen- 
erations. As a side attraction the fair offers music, folk danc- 
ing and tellers of tall mountain tales. 


The guild, which has been sponsoring the fair for eight years, 
was founded as a non-profit organization to provide exhibition 
and marketing centers for members, to preserve the traditional, 
encourage creative use of materials and build a cooperative 
spirit among the widely separated craftsmen. 


se ’ 


There are ‘‘center members,’ each of whom represents 
many craftsmen, as in the case of Kalmia Handicrafts at Rabun 
Gap-Nacoochee School. And there are individual members 
such as McAllen Myers of Young Harris and Virginia Dudley, 
maker of fine enamels at Rising Faun. 


The guild urges travelers in the Southeast to make a handi- 
crafts pilgrimage through the Southern highlands and provides 
maps and directions. Such a tour might be instructive for some 
of us natives. 


For example it includes Berea College in Kentucky where 
homespun coverlets were in the ’90’s first ‘‘bartered for larnin’.” 
Names of most of the places are bewitching, too—Horse Shoe, 
Sugar Grove, Pigeon Forge, Swannanoa, Brasstown. 

The Southern highlands, says the guild, ‘“‘are destined to 
become America’s show window of the pioneer past.’’ This is 
true because the handhewn and handmade kitchen utensils, 
clothing, furniture and guns were not replaced back in the re- 


mote mountain homes as fast as they were elsewhere in the 
country.

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Standards End Probiem 
For Vaccine, Salk Says 


WASHINGTON, June 13 (4\—Dr. Jonas E. Salk said 
today the government may have been responsible for some 


of the troubles with his polio 


vaccine because original gov- 


ernment standards were not precise enough. 


But the vaccine developer said 
recently revised standards have 
solved the problems involved. 

In a telegram to Surgeon Gen. 
Leonard Scheele, made public to- 
day in Pittsburgh, Salk said dif- 
ficulties with some commercial ‘ 
lots of the vaccine may have de- 
veloped ‘because the phrasing of 
the minimum (government) re- 
quirements allowed for differing 
interpretations. 

The revised standards, he added, 

“will preclude deviation from the 
procedures originally intended.’ 

Meanwhile the Public Health 
Service issued an announcement 
indicating a decline in the inci- 
dence of polio cases which might 
have been caused by improperly 
prepared vaccine. 

It said it was discontinuing 
daily reports on post-vaccination 
cases and hereafter would issue a 
summary once a week, on Thurs- 
days. 

“In few of the recently reported 
accepted or confirmed cases has 
the time interval between vaccina- 
tion and the onset of the disease 
been short enough for a possible 
implication of the vaccine.’’ the 
service said. 

Up to noon Thursday there were 
146 confirmed cases of polio among 
approximately six million persons 
receiving the vaccine. They were 
covered in a report issued by the

service Friday. There have been 
six deaths.

There has been ‘“‘mismanage- 
ment’’ in the polio program, the 
Digest claimed. It also criticized 
the department's cutback of funds 
for public health services. 
Department officials did _ not 
comment immediately on the Di- 
gest article or Salk's statements. 
The antipolio inoculation  pro- 
gram was suspended last month 
when increasing numbers of chil- 
dren who had received the vaccine 
came down withinfantile par- 
alysis. All vaccine produced by one 
manufacturer, Cutter Laboratories 
of Berkeley, Calif., was withdrawn 
from use pending an investigation. 
The program under way 
again now, on a reduced scale so 
far, with supplies of vaccine 
cleared by the government under 
the revised standards. The new
